Christmas Week Menu Highly Decorated. 

In the upper right hand corner of the 
regulation Christmas week menu card at the 
Biltmore Hotel, New York City, appeared 
the following information printed in red 
ink: “Mah Jongg was a pure bred Aber- 
deen-Angus steer raised and shown by the 
Iowa State College, Ames, Iowa. His fath- 
er was Elvan, grandson of the famous 
Earl Marshall, and his mother was Black 
Ida of Loneash. When crowned Grand 
Champion for 1925 Mah Jongg lacked two 
days of being 27 months old.” This bit of 
news was therefore conveyed to the patrons 
of the Bitmore in a rather novel and yet 
pleasing way. 

When the Biltmore Hotel paid $3C0.00 per 
hundredweight for this 15€0 pound Interna- 
tional Grand Champion bullock everybody 
wondered what the hotel would do with him. 
This problem was solved when the diner 
scanned the “Entrees” a little further down 
on the menu and found this “appetizing” in- 
formation:

It 
is a savory souvenir of Mah Jongg, grand 
champion steer for 1925 and the sensation of 
the recent International Live Stock Show 
held in Chicago. Champion Mah Jongg was 
rurchased for the Commodore and Biltmore 
hotels by Mr. John McEntee Bowman, Presi- 
dent of the Bowman Biltmore Hote!s Cor- 
poration, at the record breaking price of 
$4,680 live weight, or $3.00 for each of his 
1560 pounds.”

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Linseed Oil Meal vs. Cotton Seed 


Meal 


By C. C. Culbertson, Assistant Chief, Animal Husbandry Experiment Station, Iowa Agriculturist. 


Many tons of linseed oilmeal and cottonseed meal are used in 
the corn belt as protein supplements in balancing the corn, grain 
and other farm feeds. 

The relative efficiency and values of these two products has 
been a much debated question. Many successful cattle feeders have 
used only the flax by-product, while other feeders, equally success- 
ful, have fed only the cottonmeal. 

Some of the factors taken into consideration by good feeders in 
choosing a protein supplement are: the relative price of the two 
products, the age of the cattle being fed and the length of the feed- 
ing period. 
bi oa feeders have persisted in using linseed oilmeal for feed- 
ing calves and young cattle, but have most often bought cottonseed 
meal for the two-year or older cattle, particularly when a choice 
or prime grade of cotton- 
seed meal could be pur- 5 
chased for a lower price. = 

The linseed product 
has been most widely used 
by breeders and fitters of 
show cattle inasmuch as 
they believed the oilmeal 
derived from flax to have 
a desirable laxative effect 
in the digestive tract, 
keeping it in good order 
and thereby promoting the 
general well being of the 
animals. Likewise, the 
feeding of linseed oilmeal 
has been thought to favor 
the development of a 
smooth, glossy coat of 
hair, and the “putting on” 
of a smooth finish. 

A test was carried on 
by the Animal Husbandry 
Section of the Iowa Agri- 
cultural Experiment Sta- 
tion during the winter of 
1922-23 to determine the 
advisability of using a 
protein supplement in the 
fattening of cattle in Iowa 
and find how much can be 
paid for linseed oilmeal 
and cottonseed meal. 

Ten groups of seven 
steers each with three hogs following each group were fed for 120 
days in dry lot. They were two-year-old steers and weighed approx- 
imately 1,080 pounds per head when the experiment started. Five 
groups were fed in what we called a “silage-hay” series and five 
groups in a “hay” series. This means that one check group received 
a check ration of corn grain, corn silage, red clover hay and block 
salt. The second check group received a check ration of corn grain, 
ted clover hay and block salt. Linseed oilmeal and cottonseed meal 
was added at the rate of 1% and 3 pounds per steer daily to the 
tation in each series. 

In both series the shelled corn was hand full-fed twice daily 
and the block salt was self-fed. In the “silage-hay” series the corn

silage was hand full-fed twice daily and the clover hay was self- 
fed. In the ‘hay” series the clover hay was hand full-fed twice 
daily. The linseed and cottonseed meal was hand-fed twice daily 
and in both series fed on the shelled corn. 

The results of this test were: 

First, the addition of linseed meal in 1% and 3-pound amounts 
to a standard corn belt ration of shelled corn, corn silage, clover 
hay and block salt increased the gains; slightly increased the total 
daily feed consumption; was instrumental in either case in increas- 
ing the cost of 100 pounds gain (both where hogs were and were 
not considered), the increase ranging from 44 cents where 1% 
pounds were fed and $1.63 where 3 pounds were given (hog gains 
credited); and both linseed groups shrank less on way to market 
and sold for a higher price in Chicago, 25 cents, to be exact. The 

group receiving 1% 
pounds of linseed meal re- 
turned a margin over feed 
costs, after crediting feed 
saved by hogs, of $2.99, or 
$1.41 more than the check 
group. The 3-pound group 
returned only a 77-cent 
margin, or 81 cents less 
than the check group. 

Second, the addition 

of cottonseed meal in 1% 
and 3-pound amounts to 
the standard corn belt ra- 
tion did not increase the 
gain, in fact, both groups 
made less gain than the 
eheck group; slightly in- 
creased the total daily feed 
consumption; was instru- 
mental in increasing the 
cost of 100 pounds gain 
(both where hogs were 
and were not considered); 
however, both cottonseed 
groups shrank less on way 
to market and the 3-pound 
group sold for the same 
price in Chicago as the 
check ‘group, while the 
1%-pound group brought 
15 cents more per hundred. 
The margin per steer over 
feed costs was a minus 
$1.00 in the 142-pound group and a minus $3.56 in the 3-pound 
group. 
Third, the steers receiving 112 pounds of linseed meal outgained 
the 142-pound cottonseed steers; made this gain at less cost; shrank 
less on way to market; sold for 10 cents more per hundred; dressed 
higher, and returned a greater margin per steer over feed costs af- 
ter crediting feed saved by the hogs. One could have afforded to 
pay $22.97 per ton for cottonseed meal and returned the same mar- 
gin per steer over feed costs as the check group. One could have 
afforded to pay $67.59 per ton for linseed meal, or $44.62 more 
than for the cottonseed.

Carpenter and Ross purchased Maid of 
Bummers at a record price in Scotland and she was sold in their 
Chicago sale to J. Tudor & Sons for $4000. The sire of Miss Bur- 
gess 5th is the Miss Burgess bull Burgess 336919. You can see from 
this that Miss Burgess is an intensely bred member of the Miss 
Burgess family. The sire of her dam was the famous Prince Blue 
Blood of Ballindalloch, one of the best sires of the breed in recent 
years in Scotland. The sire of Miss Burgess 5th’s dam was the fa- 
mous Evens of Ballindaloch; he recognized as one of the greatest 
sires of the breed. Being the sire, among others, of Evenest of 
Bieaton, the famous imported Chicago grand champion bull in 1918 
shown by the late C. W. Eckardt, of New York. 

“Miss Burgess 5th in my opinion is the greatest Aberdeen-An- 
gus female I have ever seen. She is refinement personified. She is 
very feminine, very smooth and with the most remarkable covering 
of flesh over her back that I have ever felt. Besides this she has 


plenty cf scale, weighing around 1550 Ibs. when we showed her at 
Chicago last year as a two-year-old. She is now heavy in calf to 
Edward of Glencarnock 2nd, an outstanding son of Blackcap Revo- 
lution which we are using very heavily in our herd as a stock bull. 
We are expecting great things from Miss Burgess 5th as a producer 
as she Icoks like a mother as well as a show cow. 

“TI have intended to write you for some time regarding the 


breed in this western country that will be most valuable to us in 
the future. Among other sales, we sold a carload of bulls to a prom- 
inent rancher in Nevada. He was very keen to get Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls and he came here when he found that we had them. He told 
me that they had used Aberdeen-Angus bulls years ago but had had 
difficulty in getting them close to home and as a result he had used 
bulls of other breeds during the last few years. We sold a carload 
of heifers and one outstanding son of Blackcap Revolution toa 
breeder in Oregon. This man told me that he had been hesitant 
about coming to our place because after reading about all the won- 
derful cattle we had purchased as a foundation for this herd he 
thought our prices would be too high. When he found what we were 
able to sell our cattle at, he immediately came to the farm and se- 
lected nineteen two-year-old heifers and one of our best sons of 
Blackeap Revolution. We have sold bulls in lots of from five to 
ten to a number of different cattlemen and ranchers. Also a nun 
ker of bulls to different people who only needed one animal. Yes- 
terday we sold ten bulls to a man in central California who just re 
cently purchased two hundred and twentv-five head of Aberdeen- 
Angus cows in Texas. He was most enthusiastic about the pros- 
pects for the Aberdeen-Angus breed in his part of California and 
stated to me that his cattle were already drawing a lot of most fav- 
orable comment from many who had never seen Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle before or had never heard of them.

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Sellman Morgans Still Bred by Young Rancher 


‘ated Sellman strain of Morgan 
me — represented twenty-five years 
f achievement on the part of the late Rich- 
: d Sellman of Mountain Vale Ranch (Mc- 
Culloch and San Saba counties) is to be pre- 
served and the work will be carried on in 
aecordance with Mr. Sellman’s plans it was 
announced recently by Robert W. Dean. 
Dean, son-in-law of the founder of the 
ranch, is owner of the East Mountain Vale 
ranch and has established a separate head- 
uarters where he 1s directing the breeding 
of Morgan horses, Aberdeen-Angus cattle, 
Delaine Merino sheep as well as tilling some 
of the fertile soil of that country. 
The Sellman horses are known wherever 
lovers of horse flesh assemble and out from 


sold their quota of the horses but allowed 
Mr. Dean to make a first selection of twenty- 
five brood mares so that he got the cream 
of the herd to continue the Sellman breeding. 
Pluto 7331 obtained from the United States 
Morgan farm at Middlebury, Vermont, is 
head of the Dean stud now and successor to 
Headlight Morgan No. 4863 and Red Oak, 
celebrated sires that formerly headed the 
ranch stud.

Mountain Vale ranch have gone foundation 
stock for some of the biggest cow ranches of 
two continents. In his advertisements Mr. 
Sellman always describes his Morgans, “the 
greatest all-around ranch horses in exist- 
ence, equally at home going ‘around a cow 
or pulling a plow or wagon.”- Mr. Dean in- 
tends to continue breeding that type of 
horse. There were about 300 head of horses 
in the herd when Mr. Sellman died. During 
the nearly quarter of a century that he had 
bred Morgans and had iegistered more than 
1,200 head in the American Morgan register. 

In the dispersal that followed his death 
the United States Range Live Stock Experi- 
ment station at Miles City, Montana, bought 
a car load and four car loads went to the J. 
C. Kinney Laosa Live Stock Company of 
Phoenix, Arizona. Mrs. Richard Sellman, 
surviving widow, and John T. Sellman, son, 


Mountain Vale Ranch now and Mr. Dean has 
some horses for sale. 

The founder of Mountain Vale ranch came 
to McCulloch County forty-three years ago 
from Poolsvile, Maryland. For many years 
his ranch had been an all Morgan horses 
establishment. Cow horses and work ani- 
mals alike were pure bred Morgans. 

Mr. Dean is quite as zealous about all of 
the phases of his ranch. On New Year’s 
Day he was on the Fort Worth market with 
151 head of Polled Angus calves that topped 
the market at $8.10 and were sold by Dag- 
gett-Keen to the well known feeder, J. T. 
Goddard, of Frederick, Oklahoma. They 
were put on a corn, meal and hulls and alfal- 
fa ration by Mr. Goddard and will be return- 
ed to the Fort Worth market for sale after 
fattening. The calves had been weaned on 
cake fed on the grass and were in excellent 
condition for fattening.—The Cattleman.

25 to 30 per cent above a year ago. Cow stuff is taking on new life 
too. The wide awake farmer of the-corn belt section is beginning to 
wonder if he would not be in better position were he to indulge ina 
few pure bred cattle from which to grow a few good feeders and 
thus supply a market for some of his corn crop. This is good rea- 
soning too for there is not going to be an over-supply of beef for 
many seasons, to the contrary we predict that the shortage of high 
class beef producing animals will become more acute each year for 
several years at least.

6000 HEAD OF CATTLE 
FROM MEXICO DEHORNED. 


Evidence of the growing popularitv of dehorning cattle on a big 
scale is to be found in the work that has been accomplished in the 
Sierra Blanca country, where €000 head of cattle brought over from 
Mexico has been shorn of their horns. 

The cattle were part of a string brought across by Joe Espy, 
George Jones and Frank Jones, all of Fort Davis. They have been 
running on a 125,000 acre pasture. and it was figured that it would 
take twelve days of dehorning at the rate of 500 head a day. 

Jim McElroy, of Fort Davis, was in charge of the dehorning 
crew. Sharp savs and plenty of saw sharpeners were required for 
the work, says The Cattleman, published at Fort Worth. 

To our wav of thinking it would be a whole lot better to breed 
the horns off these cattle. This process would not alone save time, 
expense, hard labor, and some loss from infection, etc., but it would 
also increase the value of the cattle providing the right kind of 
polled bulls were used. We are of the opinion that any polled bull 
would help, but we are persuaced to believe that a good grade 
of Aber’een-Angus bulls would help not alone to eliminate the horns 
but that they would perform wonders when it came to widening the 
backs, and deepning the sidelines of the progeny. In fact a cross 0 
this sort would help materially to realize top prices when the cattle 
came to market. 

Cowmen generally are taking more kindly to the good smooth 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls because they are beginning to know more 
about them and their abilitv to renroduce. The thing that’s unde! 
the Black hide is the thing the packer buvers aré looking after and 
that’s the reason the Blacks outsell all others. This is true in every 
market. At the Chicago International and at the Denver Westem 
National show in January, the single bullock, an Aberdeen-Angus, 
won the championship on foot and on the (Continued on page

marketed in transformed form in the bodies 
of these wonderfully precocious beeves in 
which the acme of beef production is reach- 
ed at the earliest possible moment that can 
be calculated upon to assimilate all the pro- 
duct of the farm, profitably, up to a point, 
technically to be called by the 1800 phrase 
“aeme point, beyond which no further forc- 
ing, not further cramming, no further offer- 
ing of food products, are of avail, but really 
a positive loss; to the fullest point of as- 
similation, the quickest point of complete- 
ness, the finished product, the greatest prof- 
it—all in the shortest time, with the expen- 
diture of all but no more of the farm pro- 
duct and their adjuncts that make for this 
marvellously conceived and schemed “con- 
summation devoutly to be wished”—the 
feeders dream realized. 

There are many chapters bearing on all 
the phases of the production of beef, in its 
various market forms, but will be read with 
the keenest interest and benefit—not only 
in mere management but in the higher role 
of breeder, that remind us of the often elu- 
sive shocks the breecer experiences, as well 
as the alluring triumphs that are within his 
reach. There are such axiomatic proverbial 
as they wil! become such as “To place pedi- 
gree above individuality is to gamble with 
fate”; “The better the grade the higher 


cash profits derived from fattening cattle 
are usually rather low, being seldom more 
than a few dollars per head.” “For the 
land sake!” This seems over true—and it 
could hardly be “waus” (worse!) After all 
the years, months, days, hours and moments 
devoted to the production of a few paltry 
dollars per head—the whole business would 
seem not to be worth the candle? For the 
feeder cannot even at the best raise such 
numbers of cattle that in the aggregate 
would bring in those millions of profits that 
five and ten cent enterprises are proved to 
do. But getting back to the idea of the 
mathematical impossibility of formulating 
and tabulating in concrete fashion this van- 
ishing “margin,” it will be seen that, with 
the varying costs of feeds, wages, and all 
the rest of the overhead and actual cost and 
the terrible, disgraceful fluctuations in 
prices, and the blood-lettings, from market 
costs and all the rest of the multitudinous 
small fry of impositions, the necessary mar- 
gin is narrowed down with relentless calcu- 
lation, as if to leave the barest margin of 
profit, leaving only a barebone to the feed- 
er; the princes of the yards evidently profit 
without stint and without remorse—all be- 
cause of the conditions which in the econ- 
omic sense may be included in the great up- 
heaving philosophy of RELATIVITY! 

Then what is the secret 
of the grand pageantry of,

“draughters,” then neces- 
sary because of the scare- 
ity of the equine contribu- 
tion to the relief of the 
heavy labors of the land, 
yet the material the feed- 
er and breeder of today 
deal with are of an entire- 
ly different stamp.

east the old long-horned 
type of Lancashire, and in 
the far West the old long- 
horned type of Spain, are now recalled only 
by specimens, if any, in the stuffed condi- 
tion in museums—where specimens of the 
kind ought certainly to be. 

The gradual revolution in the cattle breed- 
ing activities traced here in brief but graphic 
phrases lead us straight to the considera- 
tion of the range and the corn belt prob- 
lem—from the trailing of Renick and Alex- 
ander to the great rush of the eighties when 
the champion beef breeds were first intro- 
duced to the West and then to the great 
crash in the breeding world (quite equiva- 
lent to that resulting from the great war) 
in 1920. : 

The prospective is thus developed; and 
following that the perspective—other coun- 
tries and their activities—and then the fore- 
ground—our own country. It is an entranc- 
ing theme one that will engage the serious, 
sane and sympathetic attention of the breed- 
er, the feeder, the market man and the show- 
man. 

It all comes at last to the narrowing 
aspect of the question of—kaby beef—“a 
highly specialized form of live stock produc- 
tion, quite different in many respects from 
the product commonly followed in producing 
the rank and file of market animals.” Baby 
eef production is a corn belt industry par 
excellence, in which the varied crops, are

the percentage of dressed beef” (“Scrap 
and Scrub”!); “The better the grade 
the younger the carcass comes to the butch- 
ers’ block” (pardon the liberty); and so on. 
We refrain from expanding on the chap- 
ters dealing with the “mere” practical— 
though they are of the highest importance; 
and naturally dwell on the attractive aspects 
of the tauric tryst. There is just one point, 
of the practical, that we would refer to— 
“The Feeder’s Margin” (p. 390-392) which 
is defined as “The algebraic difference be- 
tween the sale and cost prices per hundred 
weight—which is referred to as the mar- 
gin! Since the gains made in the feed lot 
commonly cost more per pound than the 
finished cattle sell for at the market, a posi- 
tive margin of sufficient size to cover the 
loss sustained on the sale of the gain must 
be had before a profit is possible. This 
‘margin’ is commonly referred to as the 
‘necessary margin’ and may be defined as 
the advance per hundredweight over the cost 
price that must be secured in order to ‘break 
even’ on the feeding operation. If more 
than this margin is secured. a profit is real- 
ized; if less a loss is sustained!” Attempt- 
ing to discover some equation or formula 
statitisticisning this “necessary margin is 
evasive. However we have to hark-back to 
the averment we find on page 62, viz: “The 


worth of an animal .... 
To these ‘master-breeders’ 
; too much praise cannot be 
given. To them belongs the credit for ef- 
fecting improvement that has been of econ- 
omic importance. They have refused to be 
swerved from their plans by the momentary 
popularity of a particular type of cattle, or 
by the importance attached by others to 
temporarily fashionable pedigrees. Rather, 
they have continued . . . regardless of the 
opinion of others, knowing full well in the 
end it is merit and merit alone that will 
stand the test of time. The number of such 
breeders has never been large. It is not 
large now. Working quietly and patiently 
at their task, they sometimes are not discov- 
ered until after they are dead and buried. 
But whether recognized in life or not their 
work goes on so long as a descendant of 
their herd remains.” 

Such are the sort of men, their type and 
individuality, to which we owe such an an- 
nual phenomenon as the International. No 
wonder the Saddle and Sirloin Club cherishes 
their efforts, their memories—this the Hall 
of Fame, the Valhalla, if you will, should be 
a sacred place of rendezvous; for it exempli- 
fies what the whole vast metropolis of 
bloody slaughtering as it comes to be in the 
end, in these Stockyards, which have made 
Croesuses of individuals who could never 
have picked a beast fit for the shambles or 
made him if they could fit for the show ring!

linseed meal outgained the 3-pound cotton- 
seed steers; made this gain at less cost; 
shrank less on way to market; sold for 25 
cents more per hundred; dressed higher, and 
returned a greater margin per steer over 
feed costs after crediting feed saved by the 
hogs. One could have afforded to pay $47.38 
per ton for linseed meal, or $24.26 more per 
ton than for the cottonseed. 

Fifth, linseed meal when fed in 134-pound 
amounts was worth &6 per cent more than an 
equivalent amount of cottonseed meal. 

Sixth, when fed in 3-pound amounts lin- 
seed meal was worth 47 per cent more than 
the cottonseed meal. 

Seventh, the addition of linseed meal in 
1% and 3-pound amounts to a check ration 
of shelled corn, clover hay, and block salt in- 
creased the gains; slightly increased the to- 
tal feed consumption; increased the cost of 
100 pounds gain (both where hogs were and 
were not considered) and decreased the 
shrink on way to market. The addition of 
1% pounds of linseed meal enhanced the 
Chicago selling price over the check group 
15 cents per hundred and returned a margin 
over feed costs after crediting feed saved by 
hogs of $1.29 more per steer than the check 


group. 

Eighth, the addition of 1% pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal to the check ration did not in- 
crease the gain, in fact, the steers in the 
check group outgained the cottonseed 
steers; increased the cost of 100 pounds gain, 
but decreased the shrinkage on way to mark- 
et. The check group outsold the cottonseed 
group by 10 cents a hundred; dressed higher, 
and returned a margin over feed costs of 
$1.85 per steer while the steers receiving 
cottonseed meal showed a loss of $2.32. 

Ninth, the addition of three pounds of cot- 
tonseed meal to the check ration increased 


the gains; increased the total feed consump- - 


tion; increased the cost of 100 pounds gain; 
decreased the shrink on way to market, and 
enhanced the selling price in Chicago 5 cents 
per hundred. These steers, however, showed 
a loss of $2.23 over feed costs after credit- 
ing feed saved by the hogs. 

Tenth, the steers receiving 14% pounds of 
linseed meal outgained the 14%-pound cotton- 
seed steers, made this at less cost; shrank 
more on way to market; dressed a little 
lighter; sold for 25 cents more ner hundred, 
and returned a greater margin per steer ov- 
er feed costs after crediting feed saved by 
the hogs. One could have afforded to pay 
only $5.40 a ton for the cottonseed meal and 
return the same margin per steer over feed 
costs as the check group. One could have 
afforded to pay $66.30 a ton for the linseed 
meal, or $60.90 more than for the cotton- 
seed. 

Eleventh, the steers receiving 3 pounds of 
cottonseed meal outgained the 3-pound lin- 
seed steers; made this gain at less cost: 
shrank more on way to market; sold for 15 
cents more the hundred; had a lower dress- 
ing percentage, and showed less loss over 
the feed costs. One could have afforded to 
pay $29.01 the ton for cottonseed meal and 
returned the same margin per steer over 
feed costs as the check group. One could 
have afforded to pav $22.49 a ton for the 
linseed meal, or $6.25 less than for the cot- 
tonseed. 

Twelfth. linseed meal when fed in 1%- 
pound amounts was worth 118 per cent more 
than an equivalent amount of cottonseed 
meal. 

Thirteenth, when fed in 3-pound amounts 
the linseed meal was worth 12 per cent less 
than the cottonseed meal. 

The results of the above test are certainly 
in favor of linseed oilmeal as compared to

cottonseed meal for fattening two-year-old 
steers. Similar comparative investigations 
under widely different conditions of experi- 
mentation have been conducted by several 
investigators. The superiority of the linseed 
oilmeal over cottonseed meal in producing 
daily gains, in increasing the feed consumed 
daily, in bringing about lessened feed re- 
quirements and in making for enhanced sell- 
ing values are fairly well demonstrated in 
the whole list of experiments as gathered 
from the different stations. 


The linseed meal does not in all specific 
experiments always excel in all these partic- 
ulars, nevertheless the evidence is so great 
in favor of linseed meal that the final de- 
ductions are relatively easy. 


The interpretations as to the higher value 
of linseed meal are based on simple and ef- 
fective arithmetical computations using the 
comparative figures as reported by various 
experimentalists. None of the experiments 
as reported by the various authors have been 
interpreted in the original papers so as to 
show definitely the relative economic values 
of the two supplements in question. The per- 
centage value is figured from costs of gains, 
the replacement values, and selling price or 
the profit per steer, this depending upon the 
data available.

Third National Meat Story Contest. 

Chicago, Il], March 1.—University schol- 
arships are the goal of high school girls 
who will compete in the Third National 
Meat Story Contest, now getting under way 
throughout the United States. Headquart- 
ers of the National Live Stock and Meat 
Board has sent out formal announcement of 
the contest’s opening to high school home 
economics instructors in every state. The 
contest is conducted annually as an aid to 
class-room study of meat, according to in- 
formation obtained from the Board. Dr. 
Louise Stanley, chief of the Bureau of Home 
Economics, U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture, and other authorities in this field, have 
co-operated in making the project a success 
in the past, it said. 

High school girls who compete in the con- 
test are required to write a story on some 
phase of the meat subject which is to their 
liking. The story must not exceed 1,500 
words. With this story a contestant also 
must submit three meat recipes which she 
has tested. 

The plan as made public by the Board pro- 
vides for prizes totaling $2,140. A portion 
of this amount will be in cash awards, but it 
was pointed out that the scholarships con- 
stitute the major prizes. Awarding of prizes 
has been arranged so that girls in every 
state will share in them, it was said. 

“Approximately 30,000 girls, representing 
every state, have competed in the past,” said 
R. C. Pollock, general manager of the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board. “A

In other words, prob- 
ably what you was thinking of was the fact 
that this steer, College Kenvon, was a grand- 
son of the cow that produced the champion 
Aberdeen-Angus steer a year ago at Chicago 
and Denver. The mother of College Kenyon 
is by Black Varsity 222255, a bull which we 
bred and later used in the college herd fora 
number of vears. Both College Pride, the 
mother of College Kenyon, and her dam 
Ophelia Pride were bred here at the college. 
Kenyon 3d sired the winning Get of Sire 
group at Chicago last fall and is the daddy 
of a dozen or fifteen woolly little chaps that 
are spending most of their time eating an 
playing and from the midst of which we 
hope to be able to pick one or two worth 
taking to Chicago and Denver next fall. 

“By the way, I believe it is time to quit 
using the knife so freely and we are gomg 
to keep a few bull calves by Kenyon and, 
likewise, we will discontinue the practice of 
enaying his daughters.

shat has been said has been taken as the 
bevel truth in the past and is for that mat- 
bio so considered by many cattlemen today 
or. are only standing in their own light 
when they refuse to believe anything to the 
contrary.

John I. Miller, of Newton, furn- 
ished one; Walter Wilkinson, of Prairie City, 
another; Ray Cline, of Knoxville, a third 
one and Geo. Bassett, also of Knoxville, sup- 
plied three head; all of which were shipped 
from Monroe, Iowa, on Thursday, February 
18th to Cody, Nebraska, where they will be 
unloaded and driven 32 miles cross country 
to the Barnes ranch. Mr. Barnes says “this 
boy Davis seems to know where to find the 
kind that please me.” 

The bulls in this lot were an exceptionally 
good lot. They were the low set, thick kind, 
with good lines and plenty of depth; the 
kind that will make the Barnes steers of the 
future find a place at the top when they 
come to market.

Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle will be 
interested in the following letter received 
from R. P. Stericker, Secretary of the Nation- 
al Society of Record Associations 


“I am advised by Mr. C. A. MeNie, General 
Live Stock Agent of the C. N. W. Rwy. that 
a new rule for shipping registered Live Stock 
L. C. L. on the half rate basis has been made 
and now in vogue on the Midwestern Rwys. 
for 1926 

Viz: 

In future it will not be necessary to furnish 
original certificates of registry provided a 
certified statement regarding registration be 
made at the time of shipment. 


Of which please take note.” 


This change in the manner of securing the 
reduced rate does away with the danger of 
loosing the original certificate of registry 
while in possession of the transportation 
lines. We have prepared in this office the 
necessary blanks to be filled out and attached 
to the bill of lading when shipments are 
made. When an animal is sold and shipment 
is to be made in the territory covered by the 
reduced rate on pure bred live stock, the sell- 
er should immediately write the office giving 
the name and registry number of the animal 
sold, the name and address of purchaser and 
the necessary certificate properly executed 
will be mailed at once. These certificates 
must be signed by the shipper, and used with- 
in thirty days of date issued. The certificate 
will be retained by the Railway Company. 


We desire to keep in close touch with the 
activities of the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle and render service in any way possible. 
We will appreciate receiving from breeders, 
copies of literature or advertising material 
that is being used in connection with the 
herds. We would like to secure photographs 
of farm and pasture scenes where Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle are prominent. If you have 
good photographs let us have them as we 
need some to use in connection with our pub- 
licity work. 

In order to complete several sets of herd 
books we need to secure a few copies of vol- 
umes 8, 9, 22, 23 and 24. If any of the mem- 
bers of the association have extra copies of 
these volumes or know where incomplete sets 
containing any of these volumes can be se- 


cured, we will appreciate receiving the infor- 
mation. 


We desire to keep our records as complete 
as possible. In order to do this we need the 
cooperation of all the breeders of Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle. Some of our breeders report 
regularly the names and numbers of pure 
bred animals that are slaughtered or die. 
These reports are helpful in keeping our rec- 
ords up to date. Please report the names and 
numbers of animals that stand on record as 
owned by you and should be cancelled. This 
information can easily be included when ap- 
plication for registry or transfers are sent to 
the office. It will not be necessary to write 
a special letter. 


During the past few weeks we have receiv- 
ed a number of complaints from new breed- 
ers, stating that they are having serious dif- 
ficulty in getting the certificate of transfers 
for animals purchased. In many cases the 
animals have been purchased more then a 
year ago. The usual complaint is. that the 
breeders who sold the cattle will not answer 
letters or they claim that the application for 
transfer has been sent to the office and has 
not been received. Upon investigation we 
find that the applications have not been re- 
ceived in this office. There is no quicker way 
to discourage a new breeder than by selling 
him pure bred cattle and not transferring the 
ownership of the cattle. 


We would like to ask the cooperation of all 
the breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in 
keeping up the records of the Association by 
promptly sending in all applications for trans- 
fers for cattle that have been sold. It will 
help in developing interest among new breed- 
ers and will keep them from becoming dis- 
couraged. 


Reports coming to the office from breed- 
ers of Aberdeen-Angus cattle indicate a 
marked improvement during the last sixty - 
days. Breeders are reporting more actual 
sales of cattle than any time in recent years. 
The increase in the number of applications for 
registry and transfers of cattle confirms this 
general condition. 


We hope to have an interesting report to 
make in the March 15th issue concerning reg- 
istrations, transfers and new members to the 
association.

him “Crestview Radio.” About a month lat- 
er I had him on full feed. His ration then 
consisted of 15 pounds corn and cob meal. 
In February I began adding a little oil meal, 
and on May 1st I changed his ration to 15 
pounds per day, (starting at 10 pounds al- 
though at one time it reached 20 pounds) 
of a mixture of 500 pounds ground shelled 
corn, 500 lbs. ground kafir, 100 pounds oil 
meal, 100 pounds bran. 

During hot weather when his appetite be- 
gan to wane I sweetened his feed with a 
small amount of Blackstrap molasses dilut- 
ed in water. Later, during the show circuit 
I used barley instead of kafir. He was nev- 
er off feed but once and then only for a 
very short time. 

It must be understood that all through I 
acted a great deal on the splendid advice of 
sd father who has had experience in this 
ine.
